SYrot as Spies by the A a thor! ties of a 
Bolivian Town* 
La Paz, Bolivia, Dec. 30.—Pour 
American citizens, Charles 
Joiner, 
George Miner, Alfred Heard and Thom­ 
as Caldwell, arrived at Chuqnisaca last 
week after a five weeks’ journey from 
Brazil, where they had been working for 
years and had amassed considerable 
fortunes, which they were taking home. 
In a gambling saloon a quarrel was 
started, in which thirty persons threw 
themselves on the friendless Ameri­ 
cans. 
Finally the police arrested the Ameri­ 
cans, letting the natives go free. The 
Americans were taken to a filthy jail, 
left two nights and one day without 
food, and, after the semblance of a 
trial in which they were accused of 
being spies and were not allowed to 
send a message to the American consul, 
they were sentenced to death. The sen­ 
tence was carried into execution on 
Thursday noon publicly. Their horses 
and other property have disappeared, 
but it is known they have been distrib­ 
uted among friends of the officials of 
Chuquisaca. 


TOBE A DULL WEEK 
U H E CUBAN ARMY 
AT THE CAPITAL 


CONGRESS NOT EXPECTED TO 
DO MUCH. 


Lexington, Ky., Dec. 30.—On Cart­ 
wright creek, in Marion county, Satur­ 
day night a mob of about fifty men sur­ 
rounded the house of Mrs. T. J. West 
and called for W. A. Deveres. 
Mrs. 
West came to the door and asked what 
was wanted. The mob fired on her and 
she ran back. The men continued to 
fire and as Deveres did not make his 
appearance they applied the torch to the 
house. 
The blackened and disfigured 
corpses of the victims were found in 
the ruins of the woman’s home yester­ 
day. 
' 
The tragedy was one of the most bru­ 
tal ever enacted. 
Despite the plead-' 
ings for her father’s life of a half-clad, 
frightened child, and the prayers and 
tears of the ill and helpless woman, the 
mob went through with its work with 
cold-blooded, cruel deliberation, and 
only left when certain that both man 
and woman were dead. 
Several months ago Deveres, a mid­ 
dle-aged widower, and Thomas West, a 
prosperous farmer, began a quarrel 
which continued throughout the fall 
until West instituted divorce proceed­ 
ings and declared Deveres must die. 
The men met 
in 
Lebanon. 
West 
snapped his revolver, which missed fire, 
and Deveres killed him on the spot. 
On the plea of self-defense the mur­ 
derer secured bail and scandalized the 
neighborhood by taking his two daugh­ 
ters and moving into West’s house. 
The relatives of the murdered husband 
swore vengeance and Saturday night it 
came. 
Close to IO o’clock a band of 
men rode up to the West homestead and 
demanded atmittance. 
‘Tom West is dead. Now it’s your 
turn,” the spokesman called, and De­ 
veres awoke to find the house sur­ 
rounded. Mrs. West rushed tc . dark­ 
ened window and began a wild appeal 
for mercy. A dozen bullets answered 
her cries, and the demand for imme­ 
diate surrender was repeated. Deveres 
asked for a hearing, but his request 
was greeted with a shower of shots. 
‘We'll give you ten minutes to open 
up. 
Then you burn,” said the mob’s 
leader, and his men quietly retired from 
the door. A hurried consultation was 
held inside the house, and then, white 
and terror-stricken, th^4ittle girl of 
Deveres was thrust out to plead with 
the mob. Clad in her nightrobe, bare­ 
footed and unprotected, she bravely 
walked out into the moonlight and 
sobbed out a prayer for her white- 
haired father’s life. 
‘Get out. You’re liable to get shot 
yourself,” a ruffian said, and thorough­ 
ly panic-stricken, the child fled to the 
cabin of a negro~neighbor. 
Mrs. West then appeared at the door 
and made a last appeal for mercy. It 
was nnavailing, and in another moment 
the house was fired.

who, after the flames reached the liv­ 
ing-room, could see the man and wom­ 
an in the agony of death by fire.

Three Leading Bimetallic Organizations 
Consolidate. 
Chicago, Dec. 30.—Three of the lead­ 
ing bimetallic organizations of the 
United States have consolidated. The 
new organization will be known as the 
American Bimetallic union. 
During 
the last week representatives of the 
American Bimetallic league, National 
Silver committee and National Bimetal­ 
lic union have been in conference con­ 
sidering plans for the consolidation of 
these organizations. Saturday night a 
basis of agreement was reached. 
So far as selected the officers will be: 
Gen. A. J. Warner, late president of the 
American Bimetallic league, president; 
Edward B. Light of Denver, late secre­ 
tary of the National Bimetallic union, 
secretary. Other officers and an execu­ 
tive committee of nine will be named 
later. Membership in the union will be 
free, the cost of administering affairs 
being met mainly by contributions. 


Trouble Feared In the Transvaal. 
Johannesburg, Dec. 30.—The political 
situation here is acute on account of the 
struggle of foreigners in the Transvaal 
to obtain equal political rights with 
the Boers. 
There are persistent ru­ 
mors of a secret arming of the miners 
and warlike preparations, on account of 
which ladies and children are leaving. 
Gen. Joubert, commander-in-chief of 
the Transvaal forces, has been sum­ 
moned to Pretoria from Natal. 
The 
Americans and Germans are siding 
with the Transvaal government in the 
controversy over conceding rights to 
foreigners. 


Demand Sugar Bounty. 
Omaha, Neb., Dec. 30.—The Oxnards 
have made claim upon the state for 
$40,000, the amount due them under the 
beet sugar bounty act of the last legis 
lature, which, however, did not make 
special appropriation to pay the boun­ 
ty. Auditor Moore has drawn warrants 
for the amount, but Treasurer Bartley 
will not pay them out of the general 
fund, as he holds he cannot legally do 
so. It is probable Che beet sugar mak­ 
ers will have to wait a special appro­ 
priation before they can get their mon­ 
ey. It is reported that mandamus pro­ 
ceedings will be instituted.

DIDNT RETREAT 


REVOLUTIONISTS 
THREATEN 
HAVANA. 


Senate Is Unlikely to Act Quickly On 
Either the Revenue or Bond Bill— 
Latter Measure Passed the House 
Saturday Afternoon— General Wash* 
ington News. 


Washington, Dec. 30.—The program 
in the senate today is to perfect the 
reorganization of the committees, lis­ 
ten to a speech by Senator Lodge on 
the Monroe doctrine, to refer the bond 
bill to the finance committee and then 
adjourn over until Thursday, unless the 
house can be prevailed upon to adjourn 
over until the following Monday. In 
case of a session on Thursday there will, 
in all probability, be a slim attendance, 
with another adjournment until Mon­ 
day, Jan. 6. The adjournment over is 
almost certain, unless a financial debate 
should be unexpectedly sprung. 
Some of the members of the finance 
committee have expressed the hope that 
the revenue bill might be reported in 
some shape by Thursday and if it 
should be more or less talk in the sen­ 
ate would result. 
The organization of the committee 
will proceed through the adoption of a 
resolution for the appointment of the 
ist which Senator Mitchell will offer, 
embracing the republican and populist 
assignments as made by the republican 
caucus and the democratic assignments 
as made by the democratic caucus. It 
s not known yet whether a yea and nay 
vo*e will be demanded. If such a de­ 
mand is made it is presnmed that the 
populists will either vote with the re­ 
publicans or refrain from voting alto­ 
gether. Senator Allen will explain the 
position of the populists with regard to 
organization when the question comes 
up. 
The program is for an immediate ad­ 
journment on Thursday until Friday 
and from Friday until Monday, Jan. 6. 
The house on Saturday passed the 
bond bill by a vote of 170 to 135. The 
closing hours of the debate were lack­ 
ing in spirit and there was practically 
no excitement until the vote was taken. 
The margin of thirty-three, by which 
the first section of the bill passed, 
showed that the friends of the measure 
had marshaled every available vote in 
its favor. As it was, forty-seven re­ 
publicans refused to act with the ma­ 
jority of their party. The populists and 
democrats, with the exception of Mr. 
Hutchison (Tex.), who voted for the 
bill, presented an unbroken front 
against the bill. 
The bill, as passed, amends the re­ 
sumption act so as to permit the issue 
of 3 per cent coin bonds redeemable 
after five years at the pleasure of the 
government and payable in fifteen 
years, with the specific proviso that 
nothing in the bill shall be construed 
to repeal the act of 1878 for the reissue 
of greenbacks, and that the bonds shall 
first be offered for subscription at the 
subtreasuries and depositories of the 
United States. The second section of 
the bill provides for the issue of three- 
year 3 per cent debt certificates of de­ 
nominations of $20 and multiples there­ 
of in amounts not exceeding $50,000,000 
to meet temporary deficiencies. 


Report of a General Back Down la D e­ 
nied—Captain-General Campos Is 
Fortifying the City In Expectation 
of an Attack—The Situation at the 
Seat of War. 


Havana, Dec. 30.—In spite of the re­ 
ports received here that the main body 
of the insurgents had retreated from 
the province of Matanzas and were 
once more in Santa Clara, reports con­ 
tinue to come in of damage done at 
various points in Matanzas and of 
threatening movements of bodies of In­ 
surgents. Whether these are wandering 
and isolated bands cannot be estimated 
accurately. 
An engagement with an 
insurgent band is also reported from the 
province of Pinar del Rio, the western­ 
most on the island. 
Nothing authentic is known of the 
immediate whereabouts and doings of 
Gomez and his forces, who are said to 
be threatening Cienfuegos. 
Nothing 
has been heard from there lately, 
though several skirmishes are said to 
have occurred in Santa Clara province* 
with the result that fifteen insurgents 
were killed and nine taken prisoners. 
The insurgents seem to be still in 
considerable force in the neighborhood 
of Cardenas and Cimarron^. 
The 
bands of Pancho and Peres, who are 
said to be retreating* burned the station 
at Murga and destroyed several houses 
at La Guinallas. They also plundered 
the stores at Contreras.

Interstate Case to 
to tho 
Be Curries 
Supreme Court. 
Washington, Dec. 28.—The prosecu­ 
tion of the Joint Traffic Asociation of 
eastern trunk lines, recently formed in 
New York City, will be begun imme­ 
diately by the government. The decis­ 
ion of the interstate commerce commis­ 
sion, holding the association to be a 
violation of the interstate commerce 
law, has been forwarded by Attorney 
General Harmon to the United States 
district attorney for New York with an 
official communication, and the latter 
doubtless will endeavor to prevent the 
carrying out of the agreement. The 
procedure doubtless will be by injunc­ 
tion against the members of the asso­ 
ciation. This, it is assumed, will be 
served upon several of the roads that 
are members, and which are within the 
jurisdiction of New York state. The 
case, after decision by the United 
States federal court, whichever side 
wins, will be appealed to the court of 
appeals and ultimately to the United 
States supreme court.

Mississippi Capitol Is Unsafe. 
Jackson, Miss., Dec. 30.—Recent in­ 
vestigations of the condition of the 
state capitol have demonstrated the fact 
that it is in an absolutely unsafe condi­ 
tion. 
The tower leans to the south six 
or eight inches, far enough to pull out 
the purlins, which rested five or six 
inches on the brick wall, and caused 
them to hang loose. The dome is sep­ 
arated from the walls by a space of five 
inches for half its circumference, and 
new cracks are appearing in the walls 
daily. 
Experts who have examined 
the building say it is liable to collapse 
at any moment.
